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ENGLISH-ABST: 

PURPOSE: To easily detect the fingerprints by radiating the light containing 
no fluorescent wavelength to a fingerprint detecting object which is pretreated 
by a treating agent containing a fluorescent coloring matter and cutting the 
excited light for detection of the fluorescent light only. 

CONSTITUTION: A fingerprint attached to a specimen 8 is pretreated by a 
solution containing a fluorescent coloring matter, e.g. , Rhodamine G. The 
light emitted from a lamp light source 5 is made incident on the specimen 8 via 
a projecting optical system 6 and a short wavelength pass filter 7 which 
transmits the light of the short wavelength side compared with the fluorescent 
light of the fluorescent coloring matter. The light radiated from the specimen 8 
is transmitted through a long wavelength side pass filter 11 for deletion of the 
excited light. Thus only the fluorescent light is made incident on a 2- 
dimensional image pickup device 9 via a light receiving lens 10. Then the 
obtained video signals are displayed on a picture monitoring device 13 . 
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
